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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the office 
action mailed February 5, 2003, claims 2-4 and 8 were objected to as depending upon a 
rejected claim but as containing allowable subject matter. A mistake on the part of the 
examiner: it was believed that claims 3-4 were dependent on claim 2. A further review 
of the claims was necessary. Claim 3 remained allowable; however claim 4 was 
amended to include allowable subject matter. Claim 4 was amended to include the 
umbilical notch. An interview on 5/1/03 with Mr. Krebs was performed and an 
amendment was faxed amending claim 4 and canceling claims 9-36
